As the expedition to the South Pole 
Was undertaken rather for the pur- 
pose of geographical survey than with 
the idea of reaching the pole itself, 
it may be-sald to have succeeded be- 
yond the most sanguine expectations. 
Lieut, Shackleton made some depar- 
tures from the usual preparations for 
a journey across the snow and ice. 
He took with him a motor car, which 
could be converted into a sledge, and 


woolen clothing for heavy furs. 
NEW COAST FOUND. 

Briefly summarised, the results of 
the expedition are that a point was 
reached within 111 miles of the South 
Pole; that the magnetic pole also was 
reached; eight mountain chains were 
discovered, and 100 mountains. 

Mount Erebus, 13,120 feet high, was 
ascended by the party; a new coast 
and high mountains were located, run- 
ning west from Victorialand, and coal 
fields were discovered in the Antarctic 
continent. 

The theory of the existence of an 
area of atmospherit calm around the 
South Pole was disproved. 

Shackleton, in the course of his nar- 
rative, tells how, after establishing 
a base at Cape Royd, the expedition 
divided into three parties and made 
preparations for the hazardous jour- 
ney by laying depots at various points 
from the base. 

“This done,” he proceeds, the south- 
ern party, consisting of Adams, Mar- 
shall, Wild and myself, with four 
ponies, left Cape Royd, October 29, 
with ninety-one days’ 
We were held up on White 
vember 6 for four days by a blissard. 
On November 13 we reached the depot 
laid out in September in latitude 79 
deg. 2 min., longitude 168 east. 
We took on pony maize and provisions 
previously left there, and commenced 
reducing daily rations. 

“We traveled south along meridian 
168 over a varying surface of high 
ridges and mounds of snow, alternat- 
ing with soft snow. in which the pon- 
jes often sank to their bellies. 

“In latitude 82. deg. 4 min. 
we shot a pony named Chinaman, and 
made a depot of oil biscuit and a por- 
tion of the pony meat. The remainder 
of the pony meat we took on to eke 
out dried ration/

“Moving up the glacier over the 
treacherous snow covering the crev- 
asses, we frequently fell through, but 
were saved by our harness and pulled 
out with an Alpine rope. Our second 
sledge was badly damaged by the 
knife-edged crevasses. 
“Similar conditions obtained on our 
way up the glacier from December 6 
to December 18, when we reached an 
altitude of 6800 feet. 
“In latitude 8 deg... 10 min., 3 see., 
we made a depot and left everything 
there but our food and instruments 
and camp equipment and reduced ra- 
tions to twenty ounces per man daily.

Much interest is taken in the nego- 
tlations for a contract for the produc? 
tion of the Independent Agencies of 
the San Joaquin Valley fields, after 
the expiration of the present agree- 
ment with the Associated, which wil! 
be early im 1910. 

Entire authority to act is vested in 
President L. P. St. Clair of the Ba- 
kersfield agency, and he is not known 
to have taken any one into his con- 
fidence. It is generaily thought that 
he is in touch with the managers of 
the Associated and the Union, and 
that something will be done long be- 
fore the present contract runs out. 

It is also quite generally believed 
that the Associated will not be the 
only bidder, and that the Union will 
get the oll if the former tries to beat 
down the price much. When the pres- 
ent bargain was made, the Union was 
anxious to deal with the agency at 
Kern River, and when that body had 
agreed on terms with the Associated, 
offered a higher price in case there 
ehould be any hitch in the deal. Then 
the Union's interests in the valley 
were very small, but now they are 
quite large, and there is every indica- 
tion that it desires to make purchases 
on an extensive scale, as well as to 
produce oil. 

Ever since the Union bought the 
& Blodgett interests at Sunset, 
it has been persistently reported that 
a trunk pipe line to congect Kern 
River, all the West Side lds and 
Coajinga with the seaboard was a 
part of the plans.

All the Egyptian cotton will go to 
Yuma, to a special gin — —4 the 
experimental station agent, W. C. Pe- 
terson, who will market the Bes re- 
turning the profit to Arlingt to- 
gether with all seed needed for new 
planting. Mr. Peterson has arranged 
tor the planting of nine patches of 
cotton near Yuma, to be handled under 
his direction, with a view toward dem- 
onstrating the best variet'es for the 
Southwest and the best methods for 
cultivating and irrigating. He has se- 
cured the codperation also of a num- 
ber of farmers in the Imperial Valley, 
around Brawley, Holtville and Fl Cen- 
tro, each of the farmers to plant two 
‘acres of Egyption with from 
Yuma. This is to be in addition to 
the much larger Operations contem- 
plated in the Imperial Valley by the 
American Nite Cotton Company, which 
will plant about 2000 acres, mainly to 
selected Gulf varieties. 

With the idea of furnishi a new 
means of livelihood to the Arizona In- 
dians, the Agricultural Department's 
Bureau of Plant Industry has planted 
several acres of Egyptian at Parker 
and at Fort Mohave, in Western and 
Northwestern Arizona, from which the 
best reports lately were made by G. 
P. Rixford, an expert of the bureau. 
During a late visit to Parker, Mr. Rix- 
ford declared his belief that in the

SETTLED. 


Says Court Cannot Intervene to Preven{f—Quo Warranto 
Proceedings Next—Republicans Will Not Nominate. 


UDGE BORDWELL de- 
cides that the recall elec- 
tion must proceed, 

There will be no appeal from 
his decision. Further legal 
proceedings against the recall 
will be instituted after the elec- 
tion. 

The Republican organization 
will not place anybod, in nomi- 
nation against Alexander. 

Many Republicans would vote 
for W. D. Stephens if he would 
stand for it, but he is coni- 
mitted to Alexander. 

The Prohibitionists will vote 
solidly for their candidate, 
Mr. Yerge. 

The Socialists are hopeful of 
the election of their nominee, 
Fred C. Wheeler, whose name 

is the only one on the official 
printed ballot, beside: Alexan- 
der’s. 


By a decision rendered late last 
night, after twenty-four hours of al- 
most continuo work, Judge Bordwell 
of the Superior Court denied the ap- 
peal of Henry S. Jones for an injunc- 
tion against the recall election. 

The suits by Jones raised the ques- 
tion whether the recall election should 
be held after the incumbent of the 
Mayor's office, A. C. Harper, nad witn- 
drawn from the recall ticket and re- 
signed his office. It was contended 
that, when the resignation was ac- 
cepted, the purpose of the recall end- 
ed and that the Council, in electing W. 
D. Stephens as Mayor to fill the pe- 
riod between Harper’s resignat 
the recall election (Friday next) should 
have elected him for the full unex- 
pired term of r. or, until the first 
Monday in next January. 

Judge Bordwell holds that the law 
does not warrant his enjoining the 
election or enjoining the Auditor from 
paying an election bill, which was 


The nature of the decision was not 
known until late last night. when 
Judge Bordwell announced it from an 
office in the International Bank bulld- 
ing.

ATERPILLARS 
FOR DESERT. 


Queer Engines and Wagons to 
Work on the Aqueduct Are 
Bought. 


To transport _ aqueduct ma- 
terial across the desert where 
the tracks of steel have never 
ventured, the Board of Public 
Works yesterday let a contract 
to the Holt Manufacturing 
Company of Stockton for twen- 
ty-five caterpijiar engines and 
seventy-eight caterpillar was- 
ons. 

The caterpillar machine is so 
called because it is a traction 
steam engine which carries «4 
belt of steel around its wheels, 
and this endless chain makes a 
track over which it moves with 
rapidity. There are cleats on 
the steel beit that give it firm 
power, and it travels speedily 
over soft earth, through shal- 
low water, and over hills. 

The seventy-eight wagons are 
equipped with wheels of er- 
traordinery width and are 
pulled by the engines just as 
a train would be pulled on its 
steel track. 

The contract price for- the en- 
tire outfit is $141,000, and the 
delivery is to be within six 
months at the points needed. 

This supply service is to ac- 
celerate the speed of the trans- 
portation, which could not be 
accomplished by animal power 
without tremendous expense 
and great delay. 

The treins of three cars each 
will carry sixty tons or more 
across the soft desert and over 
the roads which other equip- 
ment could scarcely traversd.

placed Bosnia and Herzegovina under the ad- 
ministration of Austria. If there is any difference 
between administration and ownership it is of the 
shadowy kind that has no practical meaning. To 
all intents and purposes Bosnia and Herzegovina 
have been a part of the Austrian empire since they 
were taken from the blood-stained hands of Turkey 
placed under the relatively beneficent rule of 
ustria. Let it be remembered that the provinces 
had been tortured to the limit of human endurance 
and that since the Berlin conference they have en- 
joyed a tranquillity hitherto foreign to their ex- 
rience. Austria spent $200,000,000 in the work 
of pacification, and since 1879 she has spent not 
less than another $200,000,000 in the internal de- 
velopment of Bosnia and Herzegovina without in- 
cluding the large sums that she disbursed in caring

for refugees and in preserving order upon her own 
side of the boundary while ruthless civil war was 
raging upon the other. These facts certainly con- 
stitute a moral right that it would be mere fatuity 
to deny. Austria might almost claim that the 
provinces are hers by the right of purchase and at 
an enormous price in blood and treasure. 

The internal development of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina is a factor not to be overlooked, and what- 
ever has been done in this way is due to Austria 
alone. Before the Austrian administration there 
were no railways in the provinces. There are now 
a thousand miles of railroad. There were no tele 
graphs, and there are now two thousand miles of 
line. There were no telephones, and there are now 
four hundred miles of telephone wire. These things 
mark a substantial and real progress that is due 
wholly-and entirely to Austria, who thereby showed 
her realization of the obligations laid upon her by 
Europe and her determination to carry them out in 
spirit and in letter. 

Would Austria have done so much for these vaga- 
bond provinces, would she have spent herself so 
freely in raising them from brigandange and bar- 
barism had she supposed that she would ever he 
required to give them up? Would Europe have 
asked her to undertake such weighty responsibili- 
ties unless they were intended to be permanent? It 
was only a tenderness for the myth of Turkish in- 
tegrity that prompted an avoidance of the word 
annexation, a word injurious to Turkish sentiment 
and possibly dangerous as an example. But Bosnia 
and Herzegovina were practically annexed thirty 
years ago and with the full assent of Europe. 

It may still be urged that Austria’s action was 
untimely, ill-advised and reckless, even though it 
implied no actual change of condition. The answer 
ts simple. The partisan of Austria will reply that 
for her it was a question of now or never. Servia 
was conducting a dangerous agitation throughout 
the provinces and this might have come to a head 
at almost any moment. Moreover, the reconstitu- 
tion of the Turkish empire, the assembling of the 
Turkish Parliament, demanded that there should 
no longer be any ambiguities as to the status of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. Nominally, they were 
Turkish provinces and therefore entitled to repre- 
sentation in the Parliament at Constantinople. But 
how could Austria allow a formal and constitutional 
reaffirmation of Turkish sovereignty over provinces 
that were already hers de facto, although not de 
jure? How could she risk a demand for the 
restoration of the provinces to Turkey on the 
ground that the chances of misrule have now 
passed away forever and with them all need for 
foreign admffistration? She had either to formal- 
ize that administration or abandon it altogether 
and her stake Was too large and too vital, her in- 
vestment in moncy and lives too great to allow her 
to relax a grasp that had been unshaken for thirty 


years. 


E SUCCESSORS OF SILAS WEGG. 

The recent statement of Editor Bok that he 
cannot secure good poetry for his magazine comes 
on the heels of the statement of Ambassador Bryce 
that he failed to find poets in this country. Mr. 
Bok's assertion was brought out in answer to a 
demand from his readers that he print more poetry 
in his magazine. 

Here we have the situation, and it is that there 
is a demand for poetry, but no poets to supply the 
demand. And why is this thus? First of all, it is 
because verse-makers have fallen into the habit of 
merely “dropping” into poetry, as was the case 
with Silas Wegg. Mr. Wegg’s real occupation, as 
we all remember, was to read to Mr. Boffin the 
“Decline and Fall-off the Rooshan Empire.” But he 
would occasionally “drop into poetry” simply as a 
pastime. We fear that the poets of today are 
worthy of no better name than to be called the suc- 
cessors of Silas Wegs. 

Another reason for the lack of good poetry may 
be that Brother Bok and other magazine editors 
pay a triffing price for verse. There was a time, 
of course, when poets sang though they starved. 
Homer was a beggar and Bobby Burns was always 
in debt. Yet they sang, glory be! Perhaps the 
attitude of editors has nothing to do with the out- 
put of poetry. The highest price imaginable might 
not lure one song from a single soul. Yet perhaps 
if a poet sings he ought to get at least a stipend

rn ITALIAN RELIEF FUND. 


To the end of February the amount of money 
from all sources contributed to the relief of the 
Italians who suffered in the great earthquake, as 
shown by the report of the general committee, 
amounted to the sum of 18,464,599 lire. In our 
money this amounts to nearly $3,693,000. 

The age may be remiss in many things, but it cer- 
tainly is not niggardly. Of course the aggregate 
wealth of the world in our time is something out 
of all proportion to that of any preceding age. 
But when one has analyzed the matter, the conclu- 
sion will not be shaken that human charity is not 
wanting in our time. The nations of the world have 
met the very unusual occurrence in Sicily in a very 
unusual way, in so far as their efforts to relieve 
want and suffering go. 

At the time that this report was read a state- 
ment was made as to the conditions existing among 
the sufferers. From the time ot the earthquake 
to the date of the report nearly all the leading busi- 
ness people of Megsina, as well as public function- 
aries, had been lodged on board three Italian ships. 
Two of these had been withdrawn and all these 
refugees had been crowded in great discomfort into 
the one remaining ship, not a very large one. 

The committee in charge of ministering to the 
distressed, under the presidency of the Duke of 
Aosta, gave a detailed account of the manner in 
which funds had been distributed. Temporary relief 
counted for one-sixth of the whole sum. About 
$300,000 had been assigned for the aged and sick, 
and $400,000 went to the Queen Helena fund for 
orphans. A iike sum was appropriated for small 
artisans and workmen, among whom fishermen fig- 
ured largely. About $800,000 had been spent in 
providing temporary shelter for the people, and 
one-fourth of that went for the relief of refugees. 
There was still left at the time of this report the 
sum of $937,000. This was to be used in various 
relief purposes still appealing to the committee.

Fullerton Man With Nothing to Sel! 
Sounds Praises of Eucalyptus. 
Cabbage Shipments. 

FULLERTON, March 23.—cC. 8. Rus- 
sell, an experienced mechanic, after 
working up a half-dozen varieties of 
hard wood, has come to the conclusion 
that there is a great future for grow- 
ing the eucalyptus in California. He 
has tried the Calltorma cypress and 
finds that it works fairly well and is 
not hard tö polish. Mr. Russell also 
says the apricot wood is as good as the 
cypress, looks well and ig easier pol- 
ished. He likes the Wisconsin elm, 
but says it will not grow here. He finds 
the apple a good wood, and says it 
looks well when made into furniture. 
The California walnut is too soft to 
polish, and Mr. Russell thinks there 
is nothing like the eucalyptus for all 
kinds of furniture, and says it will be 
used more year after year from now 
on. When informed that a statement 
had recently been made that the eu- 
calyptus would crack and check when 
seasoning, he declared that such a re- 
port was misleading. Mr. Russell is 
a retired farmer, and has nothing for 
sale, and after having experimented 
with various woods for several years 
is firmly convinced that none in this 
country is ahead of eucalyptus for nice 
furniture work. He made a large 
chair three years ago out of eucalyp-

DRIFTS HELPLESSLY IN BOAT FOR 
TWO DAYS. 

San Diego Fisherman Whose Craft 

Was Blown Off Shore Sunday 16 
Picked Up Near Oceanside—Mayor 

Forward’s Supporters Claim Vic- 

tory in Primary Election.

SAN DIEGO, March 23.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] John Edwards, the La Jolla 
fisherman who was supposed to be 
lost at sea since the equinoctial storm 
of Sunday, was today rescued about 
fifteen miles off shore from Oceanside 
by Oakley J. Hall and James Morales 
in their yacht Fortuna, belonging to 
Capt. H. W. Creswell of this city.

There is a ‘rickshaw line being estab- 
lished, for 1908, across Uganda, nearly 
206 miles, to Lake Albert Nyanza. All 
the country abounds in game and 
there are plenty of wild guinea fowl 
and plantaineaters, besides abun- 
dance of partridges and pigeons. 
Among the animals they will de able 
to shoot in Uganda are the Speke's 
Tragelah (a water-loving animal,) of 
a dark, mouse-brown or chestnut col- 
or: the Pallah antelope, Baker's roan 
antelope, the white-eared Kob of Un- 
yoro, the Steinbuck, the Duyker an- 
telope of the unwooded plains. These 
are some of the game which will pro- 
vide the party with food, on its jour- 
ney through Uganda. 
THE COST. 

Tc is said that the Roosevelt party 
will need to pay $40 per day for each 
white man in the party. This, I think, 
is an exaggeration.
